On  November  5>  193^»  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Simplified 
Practice  Recommendation  for  Steel  Horizontal  Firebox  Heating  Boilers,  for 
which  you  subsequently  filed  your  acceptance,  or  submitted  comments  and  sug¬ 
gestions  for  revision.

CEilERAL  CCHFEREHCE 

A  general  conference  of  all  Interests  was  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on 
June  5,  1934,  in  conjunction  with  a  meeting  of  the  Steel  Heating  Boiler 
liistitute. 

Considerable  discussion  by  members  of  the  industry  centered  on  the 
value  and  economj^  which  would  result  from  the  adoption  of  a  simplified  prac¬ 
tice  recoiirnendation.  A  poll  of  the  members  present  indicated  tlie.t  producers 
representing  approximately  SO^  of  actual  production  were  in', favor  of  proceed¬ 
ing  with  the  program  and  the  conference  promptly  proceeded  to  consider  the 
program  in  detail. 

Table  I  of  the  Committee’s  recommendation  was  adopted  without  change. 

The  discussion  on  Table  II  was  lead  by  representatives  of  the  Anthracite 
Coal  Industry.  Objection  was  raised  to  Column  3  which  specified  larger 
f'urnace  vo Fumes  for  stoker-fired  fuels  than  for  gas  or  oil  fired  fuels.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Anthracite  Industry  pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  smoke¬ 
less  combustion  of  anthracite,  and  in  viev/  of  tests  and  experience,  actually 
less  furnace  volnmie  was  required.  After  a  general  discussion  the  heading  for 
Coluinn  3  then  was  changed  to  include  bitnj-ainous  coal.  At  the  suggestion  of 
Allen  J,  Jolmston,  Director,  Antliracite  Institute  Laboratory,  the  following 
explanatory  note  was  added  at  the  bottom  of  Table  II, 


"ITo  miniAXdn  furnace  value'  shall  he  specified 'for  mechanically  fired 
boilers  burning  anthracite."

The  conference- authorized . -the  appointment',  of  a 'Standing  Comrrittee.for' 
the  pu.rpose  of  enlisting  the  support  of- producers,  ’■distrib'utors,  and  u^ers, 
and  others  interested,  -This  coriimittee,  v/ith  the  cooperation  of  the  Division 
of  Simplified  Practice,  vd  11’  maintain  interest  and  adherence  by  keeping  the 
program  abreast  of  current  practice  through  periodic  revision.  All  comments 
and  suggestions  will  •'be  referred  to  it  for  consideration  at' revision  meetings 
and  any  proposed  changes  will  be  subxmitted  to  the  acceptors  before  final  ac¬ 
tion  is  taken.  The  personnel  of  this  counittee  will  be  announced  later.
